The scene is an out of the way suburb called 
Colchour, near the Indiana State line and 
thirteen miles from the City Hall. 

The Panhandle train was the Louisville fast 
express, which left the Chicago Union Depot 
at s a. m. The Fort Wayne train was a local 
accommodation, running detween Val- 
paraiso, Ind., and this city. 

Twelve persons were killed and as many 
more injarea. The baggage car of the east 
bound passenger train was ground into 
pieces. The removal of the wreck 
from immediate police and surgical 
aid made the calamity a most dis- 
tressing one, and it was more than 
an hour vefore the first of those res- 
cued, maimed and bleeding, could 
be carried to houses in Colehour and South 
Chicago for treatment. Physicians were 
summoned from the latter place and engines 
and cars were hastily prepared and rushed 
to the scene of the wreck. A few of the first 
of those suffering from the crashing collision 
were at once carried to the house of a Mrs. 
Roby, at One Hundred and Eighth street. 

The contact of the moving masses of cars 
was tremendous, and hardly a standing por- 
tion was left of the east bound baggage car. 
The twisted and torn pieces of this car were 
pelietrated in every direction by the jagged

iron points of the milk train locomotive, and 


when the residents of Colehour came hurry- 
ing to the scene they found the front cars of 


both trains heaped over the bodies of pas- 


sengers buried beneath. 

‘The cries of those not yet dead andthe ex- 
posed portions of more than one dumb form 
told plainly the story of a great loss of life. 
All the horrible details of a railway collision 
were present; the great heap of torn and 
collapsed cars, the hot framgents of fron 
and the roar and hiss of escaping steam. 
Even the latter could not suppress the 
moans of the wounded who were helpless, 


while the uninjured and those of 
the train Crew not buried in the wreck aided 


in their relief. 

The collision occurred at 10 o'clock. Twelve 
dead were taken out at 11:80, and more can 
be seen. It will take all day to get the 
bodies out. One man has his head out 
of the widow pinioned by the debris and he 
is stone dead. A tramp riding between the 
engine and baggage car was literally 
Crushed to jelly. Bodies canbe seen pin- 
inped in all shapes under the debris. The 
cause was carelessness on the part of some 
One. There will certainly be an investiga- 
tion to nx the blame for the terrible loss of 
lite.

A DEAD DESPERADO. 


Alonzo Brookshire, Kentucky Heorsethief 
and Murderer. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 7.—There died in 
the State Prison at Frankfort yesterday as 
daring a criminal as its walls contained. 
Ty phold fever ended the life of Alonzo Broox- 
shire, horsethief, murderer and desperado. 
Brookshire was but 22 years old. 

His father, M. A. Brookshire, had served a 
short term in the penitentiary for stealing 
bacon, having broken into a neighbor’s 
meat-house, Alonzo’s mother did not beara 
good character, n by 
ree different men without being married to 
either. Alonso Brookshire began his career 
ofcrime four years ago by stealing a horse. 
He served two years in the penitentiary for 
this offense, during which time he escaped 
from his guards, but was recaptured. He 
was only out of the penitentiary a few 
months before he stole another horse. For 
this offense a warrant was issued against 
him and placed in the hands of Kavanaugh 
Tipton, Under Sherif and Jailer of Montgom- 
ery County at Mount Sterling. This was in 
July of last year. Tipton located his man at 
the house of George Pitts. In company with 
Constables Thomas Howard and George 
Rayburn and three citizens, Jailer Tipton 
went to Pitts’ house to make the arrest. 

The sse arrived at Pitts" place at 4 
o clock in the morning and surrounded the 
house. 

Tipton, Howard and Rayburn went inside 
while the others remained to guard the 
doors. On the inside the officers awoke Pitts, 
and, claiming they were on an electioneer- 
ing tour, engaged him in conversation. 

The room contained two beds, on one of 
which lay a man n asleep. Tipton 
asked of Pitts, who is this that you got 
here?’’ Pitts told him to go see for himself. 
Tipton advanced tothe head of the bed and 
Howard tothe foot, and Tipton placed his 
hand on tune stranger’s head, shaking him 
and telling himtowake up. While this was 
taking place Rayburn was endeavoring to 
strike a light.

KILLED THREE 


Farmer Halliday’s Gypsy Wife a 
Triple Murderess. 


The Body of Her Husband Found Be- 
neath the Floor of the House, 


SHE ALSO PUT TO DEATH MES. M’QUIL- 
LAN AND HER DAUGHTER. 


Their Remains, Hid Away inthe Hay in 
the Barn, Now Fully Identified—How 
She Succeeded in Enticing the Two 
Women to Her House— Her Strange 
Ristory as Knownin Middletown, N. 
T., the Soene of the Crime. 


Minptrrrowr, N. T., Sept. 7*-—To-day the 
dead body of Paul ‘Halliday, the missing 
farmer, was found concealed under his resi- 
dence. Theidentity ofthetwo bodies found 
beneath the hay in the Halliday barn 
has also deen revealed. They are 
the remains of Mrs. Margaret McQuinlan 
and her daughter Sarah. 

Some days azo Mr. Halliday mysteriously 
digappeared anda searching party was or- 
ganized to find some trace of thé missing 
man, 
attached to the farm premises the searchers 
were astonished and horrined to nd buried 
in the hay of one of the lofts two dead 
bodies which presented the appearance of 
having been there for some time, The 
bodies were badly cut and bruised and one 
of them contained eight bullet wounds. This 
was on Monday last. At first the bodies 
could not be identified, but yesterday it was 
discovered that they were the remains of 
Mrs. and Miss McQuillan, who lived near the 
little town of Newburg, a few 
miles from Middleton. There is evi- 
dence to show that Mrs. Halliday 
had recently made three visits to the Mo- 
Quillan home, thefirst of which was about 
ten days ago. She represented that she 
came from a Mr. Smith of Newburg, and in- 
troduced herself as Mrs. Smith. She said 
she lived in Walden, and was looking for 
some oneto assist in house-cleaning, and 
would need them about two weeks. She 
saidshe had heard Mrs. McQuillan hada 
daughter who worked out and wanted her to 
come and help her. The daughter, at the 
time of Mrs. Halliday’s call, was indisposed, 
and did not go, and Mrs. Halliday departed. 
On Wednesday of last week Mrs. Halliday 
called and offered $2 a day and board for 
help. The mother accepted the offer, and 
she herself went away about s o’clock in the 
afternoon with Mrs. Halliday, heading for 
Sullivan County. On Saturday afternoon 
last, between (and 5 o’clock, Mrs. Halliday 
reappeared at the McQuillan home with the 
same horsp and wagon she had on her pre- 
vious visit, and alone. The daughter was not 
at home, but returned soon after Mrs. Halli- 
day’sarrival. The father was present when 
Mrs. Halliday told that the mother had been 
injured by falling from a step-ladder, and 
that Mrs. Halliday wanted the daughter, 
Sarah, to go back with her to care for the in- 
jured woman. Sarah accompanied her and 
the two drove away. The two women have 
never been seen alive since. 

When the two bodies were found the neigh- 
borhood was quickly aroused by the news 
and sightseers flocked from many quarters 
to view the ghastly spectacle. Great indig- 
nation prevailed for a time and threats of 
dire vengeance were made against Mrs. 
Halliday, who was arrested a few hours later 
and with difficulty spirited away frum a mob 
which vowed to lynch her. Here is the 
woman’s history as far as known to the 
people of Middletown: 

Paul Halliday, whois a widower well on in 
years, married a pretty young Gypsy girl 
about two years ago, and took her home to 
live at the old farm. For a time all moved 
serenely. The old man seemed very much in 
love, andthe neighbors noted that his girl 
wife was less lively than might have been 
expected in one of her tender years and total 
lack of experience, notto speak of a com- 
parative lack of early training. 

Others declared, however, that the girl was 
subject to *‘looney’’ fits, as they phrased it. 
It became noised about that she was in the 
habit of slipping out of the house at night 
and wandering in the woods until daybreak. 
Halliday, it issaid, had frequently cautioned 
her about these nocturnal excursions, but he 
took care to Keep the Knowledge of 


them to himself, little dreaming that they 
had long before be discovered them become 
public (ete pel 

But a still more extraordinary surprise was 
in store. The town was awakened one mid- 
night about two months ago by an alarm of 
Are and Farmer Halliday’s house was founa 
to de in fames. The fire when extinguished 
was geen to have nearly totally wrecked the 
dwelling, and worst ot all Halliday’s crip- 
— son had perishedin his bed while the 

was at its height. 

Mrs. Halliday was arrested for arson and 
held in the Orange County Jail, where she 
gave evidence. of being insane. She was 
afterward sentto the Middletown Asylum, 
where she remained until recently, when the 
old farmer secured her release and took her 
back home, having in the meantime rebuilt 
the farm house

The Trial Race for Cup Defenders Was 
Safled To- Day. 


SANDY Hook, N. J., Sept. 7.—Out on the 
open sea a full flock of white- winged beauties 
are to day dipping and driving, scudding and 
tacking, dodging in and out and galling al 
around a small fleet of excursion steam craft, 
laden with enthusiasts anxious to bein the 
initial whirl of excitement attendant on the 
trial races of the cup defenders. The day 


is an ideal one for the yacht race, 
The weather is beautiful and there 
is A fair wind coming out of 
the south that has every appearance of 
freshening asthe day advances, The four 
yachts, Pilgrim, Colonia, Vigilant and Judt 
lee, one of which is to be selected asthe 
competifor forthe English cup, passed out 
through the ship channel at 11 o’clock bound 
for the starting point of to-day's race. They 
were all in tow and are making fairly good 
headway, considering that they are proceed- 
ing directly in the eye of the wind. 

here is no sea of consequence running, 
but as the wind is growing stiffer as the sun 
gets higher, the water will probably be some- 
what rough before the race is finished. The 
first leg will bea beat to windward fifteen 
miles about due southeast from the Scotland 
lightship, The boats will round the Lacken- 
bachand run home dead before the wind, 
The race will test the qualities of boats in 
beating to windward and in running with a 
free sheet. 

The starting gun was fired at 11:44. Yachts 
Vigtiant and Jubilee crossed the line at 11:45 
with topmast housed, mainsail, torestaysall 
and jib.

Another Arrest in Connection 
With the Frisco Robbery. 


Sam Robinson Captured This Morning 
In an Immoral Resort. |

POLICE SUPPOSED TO HAVE INFORMA- 
TION ABOUT THE WHOLE GANG. 


They Are Now Looking for Pennock’s 
Brother and a Man Named Munoie 
Ray—Where the Robbers Got the 
Dynamite—Pennock’s Wife Oalis On 
Him To-Day. 


The police this morning made an arrest in 
connection with the recent train rob- 
bery at Pacific to which they attach 
much importance, At an early hour 
a man named Sam Robinson Was 
arrested by Detective Gocking in an immoral 
house at the southeast corner of Sixth 
street and Clark avenue and now occuples a 
cell in the holdover at the Four Courts. 
Tae greater part of the morning 
he was closeted with Chiefs Harrigan and 
Desmond and was put through an elaborate 
sweating process. The four tramps, who 
were on the train which was robbed, 
the train crew and express 
messenger, and a number of other 
witnesses from Pacific and other places were 
present and were called into the Chief’s 
room one by one. Each one was plied with 
questions when they again emerged, 
but they had evidently deen  can- 
tioned by the police, who are 
throwing a great air of mystery around the 
arrest, to say nothing, and were in conse- 
quence extremely reticent. i 

Sufficient was learned, however, to show 
that the authorities must have good grounds 
for connecting him with the robbery. Rob- 
inson is a comparatively young man, about 
24 years of age, of slight build, 
and has a small müstache. 


He is a brakeman in the employ of the Frisco 
road and laid off’’ at the same time as 
Pennock, the suspect who was captured near 
the scene of the robbery.

He, however, 
struck to his original story and cross-exami- 
nation failed to break his story. Express 
Messenger George Prizer, who was the mes- 
senger in charge of the car held up, reported 
tothe police as soon as he arrived in town 
last night and was brought face to face with 
Pennock. 

Messenger Prizer was certain that Pennock 
was the man whoacted as leaderand tied 
the dynamite to the door of the safe Pen- 
nock was made to don the linen duster, cap 
and mask found near the ground. When he 
was thus disguised Prizer said he would 
swear he was theman. The duster fitted 
him as though it had been made for bim.

The safe which the robbers tried to blow 
with dynamite was brought into the city 
last night by Messenger Prizer. The safe is 
a small steel box and is to the ' 
car floor. The dynamite had blown off the 
outer door, but the real door, the heavy in- 
side door, was as firm as ever. After the 
safe was transferred to the company’s shed 
Mr. Heitz, anexpert from the firm of Her- 
ring, Hall & Marvin, safe manufacturers, 
required four hours to open it, the feat bein 
accomplished by means of steel wedges an 
sledge hammers.

Speaking of the outlook for the venture, Mr. 
Pate talked toa Post-DIsPaTcH representa- 
tive as follows:

BOTH HAD GONE TO SLEEP ON THE WA- 
BASH TRACKS 


The Body of Diechmueller, Who Was a 
Private Watchman in Ferguson, Found 
Near the Junction This Morning Hor- 
ribly Mangled—An Accident With Pe- 
culiar Features. 


The dead and mangled body of Henry 
Deichmuelier, a pri vate watchman of the lit- 
tle suburban townof Ferguson, was found 
lying across the railroad tracks at daybreak 
this morning, 100 yards above the Wabash 
junction. Frank Blanchfeld, an employe of 
the Wabash road, was on his way 
to wake the train crew who slept in 
a house below the junction when he 
came upon the body. He recognized itat 
once and leaving it lie where it was hurried 
on to notify his companions. 

The spot where the boay was found is 
about 7 yards above the Wabash 
Junction where the road separates, one 
spur leading to the Vine street station and 
the other tothe Union Depot. The junction 
itselfis about 800 yards distant from the 
station at Ferguson. 

LYING ACROSS THE TRACKS. 

When Deichmueller’s body was found it 
was lying across the tracks, the head rest- 
ing near the, rail and the feet stretched 
across the other rail over onto the tles. The 
body was horribly mangled. The back half 
of the skull was completely crushed and the 
brain had been scattered along the 
track. The limbs below the knees were 
cut and broken and the feet com- 
letely mashed, both arms were broken 
na dozen places and hung as limp as rags; 
the trunk of the body was not cut, but every 
rib was broken and the chest and back were 
one mass of bruises. The man had not been 
dead an hour when discovered. 

At the first sarmise violence was suspected 
but the nature of the man’s injuries and 
other circumstances seem to establish con- 
clusively that the man was struck, dragged 
and mangled by a pssing train. 

HAD GONE TO SLEEP. 

At the junction there is a little platform 
about one foot high. It would seem that 
Watchman Deichmueller, after completing 
his round, sat down on the platform to rest 


or wait for his brother officer, Frank Smith. 

He fell asieep most likely and the outbound 

newspaper train, which sweeps dy at lisgut - 

ping pace at 2:55 o’clock, falled to arouse 

him, struck him and draggea him to death. 
NO SIGNS OF FOUL PLAY. 

Mr. Charles D. Cunningham, Chairman of 
the Ferguson Law and Order Committee, 
who employed Officer Deichmueller, said this 
morning: ‘‘The dead man was the victim of 
a most pecullar accident. Hestays on watch

something in front must have caught his 
feetand dragged him along. His skull was 
crushed and his shoes are torn nearly of his 
feet. In what mysterious way the train 
avoided passing over his body and then threw 
him right across the rails is a mystery. 
That feature makes the case look 
suspicious, but J called Dr. Le Grand 
Atwood to examine him this morning and he 
said there was nothing to indicate that he 
had been assaulted before the train struck 
him. Then it would have been impossible to 
place him in any position in which the train 
would not have passed over him. Right be- 
neath the platform where he probably 
sat, I found his pipe and cane. 
A few yards up the track 
his dog, which had probably fallen asleep 
with him, tay cut in two. Further up the 
track was his holster, his revolver afew 
yards beyond and his handcuffs were near 
where the body lay. This shows how he was 
dragged along. There can be no other ex- 
planation of his death than that he was 
struck by the train while sleeping.

ATTEMPTED WRECK. 


Narrow Escape of Passengers on a Ver 
mont Railway. 


RUTLAND, Vt., Sept. 7.—The New York ex- 
press on the Bennington & Rutland rushed 
at a speed of forty miles an hour on Childs’ 
Bridge over Otter Creek. Thetrain consisted 
ofa mall car, a day coach and two sleeping 
cars. When the engine got fairly on the 
structure began to sink. Engineer Frank 
Curtis pulled the throttle wide open. All the 


cars crossed but the rear sleeper, which was 
empty. The bridge collapsed just as the for- 
ward truck of the last coach reached solid 
ground. Ihe rear end of the car fell into the 
creek fifteen feet below. The couping broke, 
Acolored porter, the only occupant of the car, 
was uninjured. Thirty-Ave passengers were 
asleep in the next coach and were in 
ignorance of their narrow escape from 
death. An examination ofthe wreck of the 
bridge proved that there had been a delib- 
erate attempt to wreck the train. All the 
nuts and bolts that fastened the needle 
beams to the track had been removed, leayv- 
ing the bridge supported — by the lateral 
rouds The high rate of speed and the excel- 
lent condition of the track alone delayed the 
bridge’s fall until most of the train had 
crossed. Supt. Bennett says that robbery is 
the only motive hecan assign for the crime. 
The police are searching for two tramps who 
were seen loafing near the bridge Tuesday. 
The job could not have been done without 
some tools, and it must have required sev 
eral hours of hard work to have done it. A 
big reward will be offered by the railroad 
com pany for the capture of the perpetrators 
of the deed.

The Third Cavalry at Work in the Chero- 
kee Strip. 


ARKANSAS City, Kan., Sept. 7.—Lieut. 
Caldwell, commanding Troop C, Third Cav- 
alry, who has just come in from a scout over 
the eastern portion of the strip, says he dis- 
lodgeda good many ‘“‘sooners’* and con- 
ducted them to the Kansas line. He has 
burned the grass off the strip as far as his 
territory goes. The strip is practically 
cleared of ‘‘sooners.’’ 

The women Delonging to the boomers’ 


camp held a large mass-meeting in the city 
park last night to protest against being com- 
elled tostand in line at the registration 
ooths, and such as had joined town site 
companies protested against making the run 
for town lots, saying they had paid an equal 
sum with the men, but would not be able to 
keep up with them, and consequently would 
get lots of no consequence, if they get any. 

Special Land Agent Womack went through 
here last afternoon. He stopped off long 
enough to say that he had received orders 
from Washington to the effect that boomers 
would not be allowed to enter the Strip from 
the east side.

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NEW YORK’S FOLLY. 

The folly of the New York authorities in 
giving a color of persecution to a harmless 
crank like Emma Goldman by arresting 
her under the unlawful assemblage act is 
emphasized by the special offense upon 
which the arrest is based. The woman is 
charged in the indictment with advising 
unemployed men to take bread, if neces- 
sary, to keep them from starving. 

While the spirit which would prompt 
giving this advice to a crowd of men, some 
of whom may be vicious enough to make 
ita pretext for looting riot, is to be con- 
demned, yet the law is tender of the act. 
We do not believe there could be founda 
jury of American citizens selected from 
the most hardened sharks of society who 
would be severe on any man for taking 
enough food to save himself and his fam- 
ily from starvation when all other means 
fail. The law of self-preservation is above 
all other laws. 

The laws of countries with far less re- 
gard for human liberties and rights than 
ours make justifiable exception to thefts 
forced by necessity to prevent starvation. 
The common law of humanity recognizes 
the law of necessity for the preservation of 
life as the highest law known to man. 
Free civilization is a miserable and con- 
temptible failure when it makes the preser- 
vation of the property right more sacred 
than the preservation of human life. 

But there is a better way of maintaining 
the principle of honesty and the right of 
property against law-defying want than 
by arresting silly cranks, who make it a 
pretext to incitetoriot. This way is to 
see that no honest man is tempted to dis- 
honesty and no law-abiding man to law- 
lessness by hunger, to make sure that no 
man must choose between theft and starva- 
tion. 

If while we are endeavoring to correct 
the legislative wrongs and blunders which 
have brought disaster no victim is per- 
mitted to suffer the pangs of hunger the 
opportunity of the Goldmans is taken 
away. Every community owes it to itself, 
to humanity and the protection of law to 
let none of its members be driven to des- 
peration by starvation. Anarchism dies 
when just legislation secures to every man 
his due and charity provides for the un- 
fortunate. 


—— 
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THE BIGGEST MONOPOLY. 

The acquisition of the Lake Superior 
iron mines by the Rockafeller syndicate 
means that a monopoly has possession of 
the mineral which is at the bottom of 
American industry. The new company 
will have control of nine-tenths of the 
iron product of the United States and, 
with its immense capital, will be able to 
crush any individual who has the temerity 
to enter the market against it. 

One of the projectors of the enterprise 
makes this rather bold statement: ‘‘The 
company has made an agreement to main- 
tain a standard of prices. These prices 
will be such as to preclude the possibility 
of competition by the deep hard ore mines 
of the older range. This consolidation 
will mean such a saving in shipping, both 
by rail and water, in insurance and in 
office and other sundry expenses, that it 
will insure us a profit of §2.95 a ton.’’ 
In other words, they have agreed to 
freeze out’’ competition, and by means 
of monopoly advantages fix prices to suit 
themselves. 

This monopoly will have consequences 
more far reaching and harmful than even 
the famous coal combine which has locked 
up the anthracite supply of the country. 
Every industry is based directly or in- 
directly upon ir on and there is no substi- 
tute in existence. Manufacturers will be 
at the mercy of this organization. Labor- 
ers will feel theeffect in thecheck to 
business, which it is within the power of 
the monopoly to enforce whenever it 
chooses to put onthe screws. Nature’s 
bounty, provided for the good of the whole 
country, is cornered and its value absorbed 
by a company of men who propose to levy 
tribute upon the industrial world. No 
more dangerous power was ever possessed 
by an irresponsible corporation. 

What are we all going to do about it? 
There is a law in the Federal statute books 
against such combinations, but the chief 
law officer of the Government has said 
that it was unconstitutional and has neg- 
lected to enforce it against similar con- 
spiracies, The prosecutions instituted by 
his feeble predecessor came to nought, and 
it may be that no better luck would attend 
an honest ahd earnest endeavor By Mr. 
Olney to do his duty. “Keg m is 
needed which shall go .

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A BOOMING BASIS. 


Congressman Fithian, the new Chairman 
of the Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries, proposes to do his share of 
fighting against commerce-hampering re- 
strictions by reporting « bill providing for 
the American registration of foreign built 
ships for all purposes except for use in the 
coast trade. 

In support of this measure Mr. Fithian 
compares the history of ship-building in 
this country and in Great Britain with ir- 
resistible effect. British ship-building 
languished as long as the influence of 
ship-builders could retain restrictions 
upon registration, but since 1849, when 
the last restriction was swept away, the 
industry has flourished and grown until 
Great Britain isthe leading ship-builder 
forthe world. Noristhis result due to 
bounties in the form of fat mail contracts 
aud admiralty subventions. Mr. Fithian 
shows that the mail contracts are let 
under competition to the lowest 
bidders and the admiralty subventions 
merely cover the additional cost of con- 
struction necessary to make the vessels 
available for naval service in case of war. 

On the other hand, under a persistent 
policy of restriction and bounty, Ameri- 
can ship-building and the Ameri- 
can merchant marine have steadily 
declined until American ships van- 
ished from the fleet of commerce, 
and the American flag became almost un- 
known in the merchant marine. Ameri- 
can capital and enterprise have been com- 
pelled to find opportunity in foreign ships 
sailing under the flags of other nations. 

The excuse of American ship-builders 
that the tariffs rendered material too cost- 
ly for competition was taken away by the 
McKinley law, which placed every article 
entering into the construction of a ship on 
the free list. There is now no such ob- 
stacle to successful competition. 

The removal of registration restrictions 
is a good companion reform to tariff re- 
duction. With free shipsand freer trade 
American commerce will be placed on a 
booming basis and every business fiber 
will feel the fresh impulse of freedom. 


RAILROAD RESPONSIBILITY. 


The felicitations we tendered the Wells- 
Fargo Express people upon their coming 
out of the Mound Valley robbery with the 
‘loss of nothing but an express messenger 
are due again in the Sand Cutrobbery. In 
fact, according to the testimony of Supt. 
Agee of the Southern Express Co., the ex- 
press companies no longer fear robbers. 
He declares that his corporation did not 
lose a nickelin the Forest Lawn attempt 
at robbery, and only permitted the im- 
pression to prevail that it had 
lost money in order to © stimulate 
the activity of the detectives. The 
improved burglar-proof safe renders the 
express companies secure from the depre- 
dations of robbers except in the matter of 
afew dollars which may be carried in the 
way safe, and which are entrusted to the 
courage and ingenuity of the messenger. 

This public admission that the express 
companies are no longtr interested in the 
prevention of train robbery puts a 
new phase on the _ crime. Train 
robbers, finding it impossible to realize 
returns out of the express safes, will turn 
their attention to the passengers as in the 
Mound Valley robbery. Some desperadoes 
not knowing the facts may shoot helpless 
messengers and now and then passengers 
attempting to resist or to save their valu- 
ables may be killed, but no loss will fall 
upon either the express company or the 
railroad company, and therefore neither 
can be expected voluntarily to take steps 
to prevent train robbery. 

The Statevan do no more to prevent 
train robberies than endea vor to capture 
and punish the robbers after the act. The 
passenger, therefore, is thrown upon his 
own resources. He must either submit to 
robbery whenever a gang of scoundrels 
choose to hold up e train or carry an 
arsenal on every journey and risk his life 
in a fight to protect his property. 

But what right is there in compelling a 
passenger who intrusts his life and prop- 
erty to arailroad company to carry arms 
and fight whenever desperadoes care to 
take possession of the company’s train? 
What sort of law and civilization are we 
living under which forces peaceful travel- 
ers on railways to be walking arsenals, to 
fight or be robbed? Shall we go back in 
modern railroading to the conditions of 
the old border stage-coach? 

Travelers place themselves wholly in the 
care of railroad companies and are entitled 
to the protection of their lives and prop- 
erty as far as it is in the power of railroad 
management to provide it. Railroads are 
responsible for the safe running of trains 
without unnecessary delay or danger. 
Train robbery can be guarded against and 
uf the duty of railroads to guard their pas- 
sefgers against it cannot be established 
now in court, it should be established by 
legislation. The frequency of train rob- 
beries and the indifference of the railroads 
are forcing this question to the front.

Reduction All Around.

It is probable that the work of revision will 
be based upon two general principles. One 
is that raw materials for goods which may 
be manufactured inthis. country should be 
as nearly free as possible. This will increase 
the possibilities of American workmen com- 
peting with makers of similar products in 
foreign countries. In favor of this policy 
may be counted the great manufactories of 
the country, especially those of New En 
gland. ’ 

But such a policy will bring into the coun- 
try free raw materials in competition with 
native raw materials without reducing the 
cost of manufactures to American consum 
ers. It will follow, therefore, as a matter of 
fairness, that the goods made from these 
raw materials, so cheapened to the manu- 
facturer, should be reduced in cost to the 
consumer. Therefore a reduction of the tar- 
iff on manufactured goods will be demanded.

He 
first spoke of Missouri’s exhibit at the 
World's Fairand extolled it in the highest 
terms, notwithstanding’ the refiections 
which had been cast upon it, he understood, 
Dy some so-called Missourians.

ST. LOUIS’ GREAT FUTURE. 

Finally he eulogized the city itself and said 
he had the most unbounded faith of St. Louis 
becoming the great city of the continent. She 
possessed all the essential elements of metro- 
politan greatness and her growth had been 
steady, constant and conservative. 

Location, he said. is half the battle in 
the race for commercial mastery and metro- 
politan supremacy.’’

terms the location of the city: St. Louis 
isut the center ofthe greatest empire upon 
which the sunlight falls. Here she sits en- 
throned a queen regent by the mightiest 
river in the world, with one hand uplifted

MAYOR WALBRIDGE’S REMARKS, 

President Stanard then introduced Mayor 
Walbridge asthe next speaker and he was 
tendered a perfect ovation by the audience.

Work of Reconstructing the Poliee and 
Fire Department Buillding—Notes.

CHARLESTON, 58. C., Sept. 7.—A trip through 
the sea islands skirting the Atlantic Coast 
reveals a scene of horror and desolation. 
Following the storm of Aug. 27, with its fear- 
ful loss of life, is the starvation consequent 
on ruined crops and enforced idleness. 

Opposite Beaufort is an island fifteen miles 
| square called Lady’s Island. Here is ruin 

personified. Twenty-one of thirty-one houses 


have been destroyed on one sectionof the 

island and fifty-one lives lost. This is on the

WANTED THEIR FEES. 


West End Residents Make Matters Lively 
in Judge Paxson’s Court. 

Henry Falk, the proprietor of the Windsor 
Club, was the defendant in three cases before 
Judge Paxson this morning, two for disturb- 
ing the peace and one for selling liquor 
without a license. Attorney John I. Martin, 
representing the prosecution, forwarded a 
communication to City Attorney Mulviuil., 
requesting him to nolle pross the case in 
which the dramshop law was alleged to bave 
been violated. From the tone of Martin’s 
letter, and from his own knowledge of the 
disturbance of the peace cases, Mulvihill con- 
cluded that there was not sufficient evidence 
to prove the chargesand disposed of them 
with the liquor case. When Deputy Marshal 
McOormack announced the disposition of the 
cases there was a howl from the witnesses 
against Falk. They said they wanted 
their witness fees and, in a body, 
Leon L. Hull, August Gehner, 
8. J. Gavin, Julius Hendrick 
J. H. Gerhart and Mrs. Hostetter swoope 
down upon Clerk Louis Huber and demanded 
50 cents for their fees. Huber told them to 
wait until court adjourned, but the residents 
of the West End were after their money and 
they refused to budge until it was given 


them. 

Finally Judge Paxson’s attention was called 
tothe matter. Huber said that the summons 
against Falk had been sworn out by Officer 
Sullivan and that no money was at hand to 
satisfy the witnesses. He refused Hatiy to 
give them any vouchers. Messrs. Gehner 
and Gavin, as spokesmen for the 
claimants, said that they Knew some- 
thing about how courts were run and 
asserted that they aid not intend to lose their 
money through any subterfuge. They were 
‘ton’’ to the tactics of police courts and 
wanted their 50 cents. After consulting sev- 
erallaw books, Judge Paxson decided to try 
the case on its merits on Sept. 16. But the 
witnesses will not get their 60 cents unless 
they secure a conviction and Falk pays his 
fne.

To 
a secret remedy was a source of public danger, 
as thereby knowledge for — might be withheld 
from the pablic utility. he physician so acting 
was a traitor te the confidence of his protession. 
He must be deparred by thecode. Likewise 
hereto 4 doctrine was to . belittie science, and 
science was the life of medicine, that reason 
homeopathy had no place in the profession. To 
censult wit homeopaths was irrational, not re- 
spectablie. 

Mr. Hart discussed other rules of consulta. 
tation and bedside etiquette, and concluded 
by describing the obligations of the doctor 
to his clients and the profession, — | 
that no one rule of the code could be violate 
without jeopardizing the public and the 
whole profession.
